of England. The meeting will bo merely pre-

Please sond him at Glbara by first
Government transport ono thousand equipped
cots, also two hundred half-oun- bottles of
vaccino lymph, twenty-flv- o hundred pounds
sulphate of Iron, fifty pounds ot corrosive sub-
limate. Ave hundred scrubbing brashes, four
refrigerators, two thousand tin plates and
spoons, two hundred camp stools, nnd ono
dozen half-ounc- o hypodermlo syringes."

Bed Cross Agent Warner, who reached Glbara
tho latter part of September on tbo schooner
Mary F--. Morse, chartered by the Cuban Belief
Committee to tako the cargo ot tho Port Victor
from Santiago to tho Baracoa and Glbara dis-
tricts at the requestot Secretary Long, roported
Immediately on his arrival tho terrible spread
of smallpox which had been racing unimpeded
for a longtime, and he called here for vaccine
virus. Enough for 1.000 vaocinations was at
once procured from the Health Department
and Bent by the Urst steamer. Thoso facts
were cabled by Mr. Barton to Gen. Wood ln
reply to his message, and ho was told that tho
supplies asked for would be sent to the Bed
Cross agent at Glbara for Woodson's use.

The Cuban Belief Committee will Bend $10,-00- 0
to $15,000 worth of additional relief sup-

plies to the Bed Cross agents at Havan a. Matan --

zas and Glbara as soon as it is ascertained
what Bupplics will bo most suitable. Those
will be sent to the Interior and smaller points
which have not as yet been reached. Jiaports
ot great destitution and sickness coiuo to the
Cuban Belief Committee trom plantation
owners whose operations have boen discon-
tinued tor two years and from other reliable
and once influential residents of Calm.
These reports are always accompanied by
appeals for food and mcdlcino. which the
committee directs the Bed Cross agsnts ln
Cuba to supply as soon and as adequately as
stores In hand and transportation will permit.

In the minds of the lied Cross
agents, demands a morel comprehensive relief
than the mere distribution ot food, clothing,
and modlclno, which of itself is very inade-
quate.

SPANISH STORIES OF A ROIT.

Gen. Inane Says Spaniards nnd Cubans
Came Near Fighting V:

Hataha. Nov.O. via Key Wost-O- en. Blanco
has recolrod a lettor from Goti. Luau con-

firming the news cabled to Tits Son on Friday
night about Glbara. Ho says It was all he could
do to prevent tho Spaniards and Cubans from
uniting and fighting tho Amoricans. Gen.
Luqtio Is tho Spaniard wh6 commanded the
Holguln district when tho Amoricans took
Bantlsgo. He withdrew trom Glbara upon the
approach ot Gsn. Callxto Garcia, and left the
olty to tho Cubans. Iteeently ho was sont from
Havana by Gen. Blanco to direct the ovacnatlon
ot tho Spanish troops.

Tue Bcn'b Friday night dospntch by direct
cable was tho news thpt had spread to tho town
from the palace. Tho correspondent believes
that If a clash between tho Amoricans and
Cubans occurred, as desorlbod by tho Spanish
authorities. It may havo been tho result or a
plot by the Spaniards to rnlso troiiblo and
leave tho country to tho Amoricans In a state
of revolution. Gen. Blanco did not conceal his
joy over tho news, and showed Gon. Luquo's
letter to atl his visitors.

Amoug tlie Cubitus hole the lcwrt Ihut their
flag was trampled on by the Americans caused
consternation, On Friday night thoy gathered
In groups In Central Park; and on the sldovvnlk
of the Inglaterra Hotel to comment on the news.
Many Cuban officers who wero in .town under
leave Immcdlatolyjolnedtholrfotcesencamned
around Havana. Protests were heard from tho
Cubans against Americans. Spaniards joined
tho Cuban groups and told them they hud boon
betrayed by the Amoricans.

It looks as though tho selection of thn port of
Glbara, which was In peaceful
ot tho Cubans, for embarking thu Hpntilsli
troops was a trlok of thn Spaniards In ordor to
precipitate American occupation and cause a
conflict.

Thero Is great agitation among the rirnninrds
In Havana over the Philippines. Official

from Madrid say that Sagnnlu has
not to yield them to the Amorlcitni.

Gen. Blanco says ho hopes hostilities will bo
resumed.

Itnln Spoiled tlio Sport at Speedway Park
Yesterday.

Forthosocond tlmo since the Speedway was
oponod last July rain yesterday spoiled tho
Sunday sport.
